“In the field of health today, 
there are many opportunities for 
young people to build an interest- 
ing and rewarding cureer,” stated 
Dr. Georgia Mills of the Dist. No. 
1 Health Department--~*»——- -- 

She said that because of our ra- 
pidly expanding population, skilled 
individuals will be needed in in- 
creasing numbers to apply the 
medical and sociological knowledge 
of this and future generations. It 
has been estimated that by 1970 
close to 20,000 additional person- 
nel will be needed by the public 
health service just to keep pace 
with the population growth. These 
new personnel must come from the 
ranks of the country’s educated 
youth.

(Special to the Avalanche) 


NEW YORK — How permanent 
are marital ties among residents 
of Crawford County? How does 
the local divorce rate compare 
with that elsewhere? 

For the vast majority of local 
people, marriage is a one-time 
thing. ‘The latest statistics on the 
subject, gathered by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, show that 66 
per cent of the population over 
age 14 are married and are living 
in usual husband - wife relation- 
ship. 


Compared with the proportion of 
such husband-wife families’ else- 
where in the East North Central 
States, 67 per cent, the local figure 
is low, however. It is also below 
the 68 per cént in the State of 
Michigan.
